In a biting analogy. Dr. Ow- 
en compared Soviet and Cuban 
forces with private armies of 
the Middle Ages which “moved 
around tilting the milit ary ba- 
lance mdiscriminantly at the 
whim of the feudal barons ...” 
He said there was now the 
prospect of Cuban troops figh- 
ting the Eritrean liberation mo- 
vement which they previously 
supported with advice and tra- 
ining - - “presumably with so- 
viet encouragement.” 

■ In the Ogaden desert war, 
Soviet backing for Ethiopia had 
ended a conflict which the Kr- 
emlin itself started by arming 
Somalia beyond the needs of 
self-defence, be added. 

Today Dr. Owen was at a 
meeting of v the British cabinet 
but there was little doubt of 
broad British political support 
for his attack. 

Newspapers here gave the 
speech splash treatment. A Fo- 
reign Office spokesman said the 
telephones had been ringing all 
day and the speech had spark- 
ed “very considerable interest.” 
The spokesman denied sugg- 
estions the text had been che- 
cked with the United States in 
advance but acknowledged the 
Foreign Office was in close co- 
ntact with Washington on the 
situation in the Horn of Africa. 

He also refuted a claim by 
the Ethiopian ambassador that 
the speech was interference in 
Addis Ababa’s internal affairs. 

The Soviet note, delivered 
to the Foreign Office by a first 
secretary, was not published. 
But officials said it briefly set 
out Moscow’s refutation. 


AMMAN, April 6 (Agencies). - 
Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad arrived in Am- 
man today from Saudi Arabia 
’ and was received by His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein at the Royal 
Hashemite Court this after- 
noon. 

Mr. Riad met earlier with 
acting Premier Abdul Salem AJ 
Majaii and Information Minist- 
er Adrian Abu Odeh, who is 
acting Foreign Minister. 

Mr. Riad reported to the 
King on the results of his cur- 
rent tour of Arab countries 


where he contacted Arab lea- 
ders wich a view to reaching a 
common position for Arab ac- 
tion. 

During the meeting the King 
and Mr. Riad reviewed the cur- 
rent situation and ways of 
strengthening the Arab posi- 
tion. The secretary general was 
briefed on the plan of actios 
proposed by the Jordanian go- 
vernment which will be submit- 
ted at the Arab summit which 
King Hussein has called for.

Lebanese reported to 
demand PLO withdrawal 
from south of Litani 


JEDDAH, April 6 (R). — A 
row has erupted between Le- 
banon and Syria over whether 
Palestinian commandos or inv- 
ading Israeli forces should first 
withdraw from south Lebanon, 
a Saudi newspaper said here 
today. 

In a report from Beirut quo- 
ting Lebanese Foreign Ministry 
sources, the daily Al Madinah 
said the Lebanese Foreign Mi- 
nister, Fuad Butros had a "sto- 
rmy” telephone conversation 
with his Syrian counterpart 
Abdel Halim Khaddaxn on Tu- 
esday. 

Mr. Butros called on Syria, 
a staunch ally of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), 
to ask the commando movem- 
ent to comply with United Na- 
tions conditions to evacuate 
south Lebanon, the paper said. 

Al Madinah also reported 
that the Lebanese government 
was trying to convince unna- 


med Arab countries with str- 
ong relations with the PLO 
"to take measures to abolish 
the Palestinian presence in a 
number of areas north of the 
Litani river”, the most advan- 
ced line of the Israeli invasion 
of south Lebanon. 

The Lebanese Foreign Mini- 
stry was contacting the Beirut 
ambassadors of those countries 
“in the light of conditions laid 
down by Israel for evacuating 
the south”, the paper said. 

The Palestinian resistance, 
supported by Lebanese Moslem 
leaders, has turned down the 
Lebanese demands, the paper 
added. 

In Kuwait, the weekly news- 
paper Al Hadaf said today beh- 
ind-the-scene efforts were un- 
der way in the Lebanese capita] 
to have the parliament abro- 
gate a nine-year-old agreeme- 
nt regulating the Palestinian 
presence in Lebanon.

Upon arrival in Amman, Mr. 
Riad stressed that Arab solidar- 
ity and joint Arab action are the 
only way to confront Israel. 

Mr. Riad's visit here is part 
of a tour of Arab capitals to 
rally support for the summit 
meeting, also proposed by nor- 
th Yemen and Sudan. He visi- 
ted Damascus before going to 
Riyadh yesterday and he was 
expected to go to Gulf capitals 
after Amman. 

But though the chances of 
holding a summit have impro- 
ved, officials here say there are 
still major problems on the 
road to a successful meeting. 

Jordanian officials say they 
do not expect a summit meet- 
ing to convene in the very ne- 
ar future and preparations co- 
uld take two or more months.

Syrian press 
criticises 
summit call 


DAMASCUS, April 6 (R). — 

Syrian newspapers today criti- 
cised calls for an Arab summit 
conference to heal divisions ca- 
used by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s peace initiative 
with Israel 

Al Baath, newspaper of the 
ruling Baath parly, said : 
"Arab solidarity is a pressing 
issue. But it should serve to 
liquidate traitors and agents 
and not 35 a cover-up for th- 
ose who secretly and publicly 
seek to liquidate the Arab 
cause and humiliate the Ara- 
bs.’* 

The semi-official Al Thawra 
said : “Sadat’s intrigue has left 
no room for the good intentions 
which have prompted some 
Arabs to seek a summit” 


The spokesman said i n a st- 
atement that build-up and dep- 
loyment of the U.N. Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UNIF1L) was 
continuing and that the force 
was establishing itself effecti- 
vely in the area of operations. 

"The secretary general is 
especially concerned with the 
implementation of Security Co- 
uncil Resolution 425 in relation 
to the withdrawal of Israeli fo- 
rces,” he continued. 

"In this connection, the se- 
cretary general has been in co- 
ntinuous contact with the Is- 
raeli authorities and has now 
addressed a personal message 
to Prime Minister Begin again 
urging speedy implementation 
of Security Council Resolution 
425. 

“The secretary general hopes 
that there will be early and 
positive action by Israel and 
that the conditions will soon 
emerge in which the UN. Inte- 
rim force in Lebanon will be 
able fully to carry out its man- 
date.” 

Under resolution 425. adop- 
ted on March 19, the Council 
established UNIFIL with the

Israeli group killed 
in south Lebanon 


TEL AVIV, April 6 (R). — 
Three Israeli soldiers have 
been killed in a Palestinian am- 
bush near Tyre in south Leba- 
non, the army said today. 

Four other Israelis were wo- 
unded and two of them are mis- 
sing, said a spokesman, who 
added 'that the casualties were 
Israel’s first in south Lebanon 
since it declared a ceasefire 
there two weeks ago. 

The spokesman said the Is- 
raelis were riding in an army 
vehicle which crossed Israeli 
lines near Tyre. 

One was a civilian and the 
spokesman could not say what 
he was doing in the area. The 
others were soldiers. 

Nor could the spokesman 
say whether the trip was op- 
erational or for sightseeing. 

Fire was opened on the vehi- 
cle near Ras Al Ain. close to 
Rashidiya Palestinian refugee 
camp just south of Tyre. UN.

Bodies held by PLO 

UNITED NATIONS, April 6 
(R). — The U.N. said today It 
had information from Beirut 
that the PLO was in possess- 
ion of the bodies of five Israelis 
killed yesterday. 

Reports from Israel today 
said that three Israelis were 
killed and four wounded, inc- 
luding two who were listed as 
missing. 

The U.N. spokesman indica- 
ted his information originated 
with the PLO and was not in- 
dependently verified by the 
UN. He said : ‘The information 
we have is that five Israelis 
were killed and we are asking 
the Red Cross to help return 
the bodies.” 


Narrow margin of support for 


Begin’s 

according 


TEL AVIV, April 6 (R). — A 
narrow majority of Israelis 
56 per cent - - thinks the go- 
vernment of Prime Minister 
Mpnflphpm Begin is doing eve- 
rything it can to achieve peace, 
according to the results of a poll 
conducted by the Opinion Re- 
search Institute of Israel for 
the independent Haaxetz daily. 

Only IS per cent thought 
the government was doing 
“more or less” everything pos- 
sible, with 6.6 per cent saying 
they did not know, and 3.2 per 
cent believing that peace did 
not depend on Israeli efforts. 

About one in four -- 24.1 
per cent -- thought the U.S. 
administration favoured the 
Arabs, while 15.5 per cent said 
U.S. opinion was in favour of 
IsraeL 

Just over one-tinni -- 36J9 
per cent -- thought the U-S. 
dealt evenly with both sides, 
while 14.7 per cent said the 
U.S. favoured neither and just 
considered its own interests. 

About 60 supporters of Mr. 
Begin demonstrated outside the 
Prime Minister’s office in Jeru- 
salem today carrying banners 
reading: “Peace with security. 


policies in Israel, 
to new opinion poll 


as demanded by Begin”. 

They said their demonstrat- 
ion was in reply to a m ass me- 
eting attended by an estimat- 
ed 45,000 in Tel Aviv last Sat- 
urday which appealed for "pe- 
ace now”.

ROME, April 6 (R). — Police 
today arrested three men and 
a woman possibly linked with 
the Red Brigades guerrillas who 
kidnapped ex-premier Aldo 
Moro three weeks ago today. 

The arrests just outside Na- 
ples were the only hint of pro- 
gress in the search for Signor 
Moro, 61, and the far-left kid- 
nappers who hold him in what 
they say is a "people's prison.” 

The police said the arrests 
were made in a dawn raid on 
a summer apartment, on the 
coast about 40 kms. north of 
Naples. 

Arms, ammunition and a si- 
lencer for a revolver were 
found. So were two radios able 
to receive and transmit, said 
the police, and documents pu- 
blished by an extremist group 
called “front line.” 


New incidents in Italy’s wave 
of violence were reported ov- 
ernight. Bombs damaged a 
Rome hank and two car show- 
rooms. A firebomb in Bologna 
damaged an office. 

These attacks apparently re- 
flected far-left anger at a police 

ban an a Rome demonstration 
tomorrow which was to have 
protested a gains t the detenti- 
on of more than 100 leftists 
since the Moro kidnap. 

Signor Moro, Italy’s leading 
■ politician, was grabbed in a 
Rome ambush on March 16 
when his five guards were ki- 
lled by the far-left Red Briga- 
des. 

From captivity this week ha 
sent a letter pleading for an 
exchange of prisoners to set 
him free but all major figures 


in Italy, including the Pope, 
today remained united in re- 
jecting any form of blackmail 
by the guerrillas. 

The Vatican newspaper l'Os- 
servatore Romano said yester- 
day that “the unanimous view 
here is : No retreat before bl- 
ackmail” 

A Milan newspaper, 3 Gior- 
nale, reported that negotiati- 
ons between the Red Brigades 
and a Vatican envoy had star- 
ted in Switzerland possibly th- 
rough a go-between. A Vatican 
denial is expected. 

Police said the • -documents 
which they seized near Naples 
today could lead to an expand- 
ed search for Signor Moro in 
other parts of Italy.

Italian newspaper analysed 
foe aim of the Red Brigades 
in sending letters signed by Si- 
gnor Moro appealing to bis fri- 
ends in politics to work out 
the prisoner exchange to set 
him free. 

"The terrorists have two 
aims --to demolish the mo- 
ral and political figure of the 
president of the Christian De- 
mocratic Party (Signor Moro) 
and divide foe party's other le- 
aders,” said the leading daily 
Coniere Della Sera of Milan. 

La Stamps of Turin said: 
"They want to destroy the Chr- 
istian Democrats and also st- 
rike at their secretary, Benigno 
Zaccagnini, whose sensitive na- 
ture Is well-known, and to hu- 
miliate the state.”

The mediator’s 
contradictions 
are showing 


The speech by U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton in Atlanta, Georgia Wednesday 
contains some refreshing clarifications about the 
need for an Israeii territorial withdrawal on all 
fronts, but it also contains some distressing contra- 
dictions in American policy. The contradiction we 
find most inappropriate is the American view of the 
Palestinians as this is matched up against the 
American view of the Israelis. Mr. Atherton stated 
in his speech that Resolution 242 is a package that is 
to be carried out as a whole, and on all fronts, though 
he specified that the extent of Israeli withdrawal 
in the West Bank is something that can only be 
resolved in negotiations. But then, a few minutes 
later, Mr. Atherton says the question of the repre- 
sentation of the Palestinians has been a tricky one, 
because the Israelis and the Americans -do not accept 
the PLO “in view of the PLO’s non-acceptance of 
resolution 242 as the basis for* negotiations and its 
refusal to state publicly its willingness to recognise 
the right of all states in the area, which include 
Israel, to live in peace within secure and recognised 
boundaries ...” 

What has happened Jo that important -procedural 
requirement, stated just a few minutes before in Mr. 
Atherton’s speech, of resolving matters by a process 
of direct negotiations ? Is the centrality of negotiated 
agreements pertinent Only when it comes to an Israeli 
withdrawal, and not to an enunciation of Palestinian 
rights? 

What kind of farcical peacemaking process are 
we involved in if Israel acts only after negotiations, 
and the Palestinian people act only according to the 
irrational dictates of Israel’s anti-Palestinian racism ? 
Why not negotiate the principles of 242 as one is 
asked to negotiate the principles of withdrawal and 
peace ? 

The PLO itself is not the problem that holds up 
peace talks, as the Americans and the Israelis claim. 
The problem is the Israeli national house of cards 
that is fatally vulnerable to a recognition of the 
Palestinian national reality. For Mr. Atherton to 
institutionalise this Zionist denial of Palestinian 
rights into American policy in the Middle East is a 
combination of bad politics and bad morality, un- 
becoming of a mediator. 

Mediators who go around proclaiming their own 
contradictions are bad mediators, doomed to failure 
by their intellectual docility in the face of Zionist 
coercion. That’s the problem, not the PLO or the 
Palestinians or the many other excuses that the 
Israelis come up with to keep the negotiating process 
sidetracked. The problem is that Zionism is stronger 
than America, and America's mediating efforts are 
hamstrung by an inability to play a coherent and 
constructive mediating role in view of the veto that 
Israel has imposed on American policy. This is the 
contradiction that the Americans apparently are not 
willing to face up to, and it comes through loud and 
clear in Mr. Atherton’s speeches.

AL DUSTOUR, commends Libyan leader Muammar Qadba- 
fi’s endorsement of convening an Arab s ummit an d of Jordan’s 
efforts towards this end. 

The newspaper notes with satisfaction President Anwar 
Sadat's expressed readiness to attend such a s ummit At the 
same time, the newspaper adds, the intensive efforts of Presid- 
ent Jaafar Nimeiry of Sudan to cement Arab solidarity are indi- 
cative of Arab determination to institute a unified position, 
indispensable to meet the tremendous challenges threatening 
the Arab nation as a whole.

Asked what other factors 
might limit growth in the fu- 
ture, Mr. Bagaeen said one major 
factor was that the government 
could not afford to provide en- 
ough parks for the city. “You 
are not only a productive man” 
he explained “and you need 
green spaces.” The problem of 
course, is that land in the capi- 
tal has become astronomically 
expensive and the government 
owns very little of it. 

While preparing the master 
plan for 1980 the group is me- 
anwhile working on a number 
of “critical" problems. Traffic 
is one of these. 

The traffic problem cannot 
be solved, Mr. Bagaeen said, 
just by widening a street here 
and there. Congestion is caus- 
ed by the fact that too many 
cars are trying do get to the 
same place at the same time. 
This can only be avoided by 
careful land-use planning. 

A second critical area for 
immediate action is bousing. 
The priority is in the poorer 
areas of the city in the east 
and south. Up to 40,000 hous- 
es may be upgraded, and pro- 
vided with improved sanitati- 
on , roads and social services. 
The group has prepared terms 
of reference for a feasibility 
study for this project And the 
World Bank has promised its 
help.

AMMAN, April 6 (JT). — The 
potential for medium and long- 
term financing opportunities 
in Jordan has prompted the 
establishment of the country’s 
first merchant-banking-type in- 
stitution, the Arab-Jordanian 
Investment Rank. The Bank 
held its first general meeting 
of shareholders In Amman yes- 
terday and the newly elected 
<»hpirTP»o. Mr. Abdul Qader Al 
Qadi, told the Jordan Times 
today that through medium and 
long-term banking activities 
the bank hopes to “help in de- 
veloping capital markets," hi 
Jordan. The bank has definite 
plans, however, to expand into 
other areas in the Arab World. 

Mr. Al Qadi, a Jordanian ci- 
tizen, is the Director of Finan- 
cial Affairs at the Ministry of 
Finance Petroleum of Qa- 
tar. He represents the ministry 
on the board of directors of 
the Jordanian Housing Bank 
but hgt interest in the new in- 
vestment bank is purely pri- 
vate- 

“At first people may be con- 
fused about our role/* he con- 
cedes, “but eventually we are 
going to modernise hanking ac- 
tivity here by expanding the 
role of the banking sector from 
that of the clearing house 
banks now operating to mer- 
chant b anking, which we will 
be offering for the first time 
in Jordan.” 

The JD 5 million capital ba- 
nk does operate chequing or 
savings accounts and does not 
conduct other over-the-counter 
banking services. It is author- 
ised however to accept deposi- 
ts on a time basis of twelve 
months or longer. 

From its premises on the si- 
xth floor of the Housing Bank 
in Abdali, the Arab-Jordanian 
Investment Bank plans to un- 
derwrite new share issues, sy- 
ndicate loans and manage in- 
vestment portfolios for clients. 
It will be seeking a brokers li- 
cence permitting it to operate 
on the floor of the Amman Fi- 


nancial Market, Mr. Al Qadi 
said. 

Is there a market in Jordan 
for this type of service? 

“I think so," replied Mr. Al 
Qadi. “The market here is de- 
veloping, although it will take 
some time. From our point of 
view Jordan is an ideal place 
for our bank to be based. It is 
a developing country, with a 
number of medium and long- 
term projects in hand -- indu- 
strial, mining, agriculture and 
tourism -- which all require 
finance.*

Mr. Al Qadi, who before his 
departure for Qatar from Amm- 
an 14 years ago, held senior posi- 
tions at the Jordan Developme- 
nt Board and the Jordan Nati- 
onal Rank , says that currently 
there are two options open to 
most private sector companies 
in Amman seeking to expand 
-- “They can make a new ca- ‘ 
pital issue or they can borrow 
on overdraft.” 

The 'new bank will be intro- 
ducing new financial or capital 
instruments into Jordanian ca- 
pital markets. U plans to und- 
erwrite new share issues, ma- 
nage loan syndications, arran- 
ge issues of bonds and deben- 
tures for capital borrowers In 
the country. 

“We seek to give busines- 
smen peace of mind through fi- 
nancial planning. They will kn- 
ow this capital is available for 
a fixed period of time. They 
will be able to make arrange- 
ments to repay it," the chair- 


man says. 

The bank does not expect 
Jordanian business to develop 
expert financial management 
overnight. Where institutions, 
particularly the new or smaller 
companies, lack modem finan- 
cial planning departments the 
Arab-Jordanian Investment Ba- 
nk will undertake the studies 
for projects, advise on finance, 
arrange and manage loans and 
follow through the projects as 
financial advisers to the com- 
pany. “If we decide a project 
is feasible we will offer a com- 
plete management package 
not just the money” said Mr. 
Al Qadi. 

The bank may participate in 
projects by purchasing shares, 
extending financing from its 
own resources or raising fin- 
ance on local and international 
money markets. 

Mr. AJ Qadi rebuts the con- 
victions of some commercial 
bankers in Amman that the- 
re Is little room in Amman for 
the sophisticated services of his 
kind of bank offering medium 
and long-term finance. 

“The size of the country, Its 
activities and its future all gu- 
arantee that there will be ex- 
panding opportunities for the 
services we are developing,” he 
said. 

The eleven-man board of di- 
rectors elected at yesterday’s 
meeting at the Professional As- 
sociations Complex for a four- 
year term includes Mr. Dawud 
Al Qutob, Dr. Kamal Sha’er 
and representatives of the 
Housing Bank, the Jordan Insu- 
rance Company, the Internati- 
onal construction and Investm- 
ent Company, the Qatar Nati- 
onal Bank, the Abu Dhabi In- 
vestment Authority, the Riya- 
dh-based Arab Investment Co- 
mpany, the Saudi Arabian Na- 
tional Commercial Bank and 
the Libyan Arab Foreign Bank. 

The new bank’s JD 5 million 
capital is in five million shares 
of which 60 per cent are held 
by Jordanian interests: 50 per 
cent of the share capital has 
been paid up, 25 per cent has 
been called for by June 15 and 
the balance of 25 per cent is 
due on Sept. 15 this year.

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American coal miners 
strike finally over 

WASHINGTON, April 6 (R). — The final end of America 1 ® longest 
coal strike was assured yesterday when mine construction workers who 
had been holding out approved a new contract by a margin of almost two 
to one.

A spokesman for the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers (UMW) un- 
ion said that with all but five 
of 51 branches reporting the 
vote was 2,567 for and 1,427 
against. 

There were not enough pot- 
ential negative votes outstand- 
ing to prevent ratification, he 
added. 

The 160,000 coal miners appr- 
oved a new contract on March 
24 after a 110-day walkout. 


but tentative agreement on a 
pact covering some 14.000 con- 
struction workers was not ne- 
gotiated until three days later. 

Picketing by the construction 
workers, who build tunnels and 
above-ground structures, kept 
thousands of miners idle for 
several days after the main co- 
al strike ended. 

The UMW spokesman said 
the low voting turnout by the 
construction workers - - about 


30 per cent compared with the 
miners* 60 per cent - - was par- 
tly because of the transient 
nature of the work and the 
traditionally high turnover of 
employees. 

The construction workers' 
pact gives them essentially the 
same settlement as the miners, 
who gained an increase in wa- 
ges and benefits totalling ab- 
out 37 per cent over three 
years. 



Saudi Arabia to build 
first solar-powered 
electricity plant 


RIYADH, April 6 (R). — Sa- 
udi Arabia is to build its first 
electricity plant powered by 
gnfar energy unde r a five- mil- 
lion rial ($1.5 million) contra- 
ct signed with the French firm 
Solftance here yesterday. .

That vote was whether 
the bloc’s proposal, tabled by 
Mexico, should be given prio- 
rity. 

There was no vote on the 
proposal itself which said the 
presidential issue must be set- 
tled by consensus, instead of by 
voting. 

It was precisely the failure 
to come up with even a near 
consensus which blocked any 
solution and approval of the 
Latin American proposal could 
well have made the deadlock 
permanent. 

But it was not certain the 
procedural battle - was over 
and the 'conference, can resume 
its work of drafting a univer- 
sal convention to govern future 


ocean exploration and exploita- 
tion. 

The Latin American countri- 
es objected to Mr. Amerasinghe 
because he was fired as ambas- 
sador and delegate following 
a change in the Sri Lanka gov- 
ernment. They also rejected ke- 
eping him on in his personal 
capacity, as his supporters pro- 
posed, a procedure to which 
Sri Lanka itself does not ob- 
ject 

Latin objection 

The Latin American states 
have said a president represe- 
nting no government could be 
easily manipulated and they 
objected to setting a precedent 
for a practice where an exiled 
politician opposing his own 
government may become head 
of a conference in which that 
government is a participant 

The Latin American bloc al- 
so has objected to Amerasing- 
he’s authority in making chan- 
ges in the basic conference do- 
cument -- essentially a draft 
sea law convention worked out 
by the chairmen of the three 
conference commissions on the 
basis of the debate in the past 
six sessions. 

Mexico announced in a news 
conference two days ago, once 
the dispute over Mr. Ameras- 
inghe is solved, the Latin Ame- 
rican countries will immediate- 
ly take up the issue of the pre- 
sident’s drafting authority, no 
matter who he is. 


Israeli teacners join 
wave of labour unrest 


TEL AVIV, April 6 (R). — Over one 
milli on Israeli pupils and students mis- 
sed classes today when their teachers 
declared a one-day strike, joining the 
wave of current labour unrest in Israel. 

Labour disputes have already led to 
a lock-out at El A1 national airline and 
silenced the state-owned radio and te- 
levision services. 

The teachers’ action hit elementary 
and high schools and teachers' seminar- 
ies, except along Israel’s northern bor- 
der where teachers agreed to make up 
for time lost during the Israeli invasion 
of southern Lebanon. 

Teachers have threatened to call 
an indefinite strike after the Passover 
recess at the end of April to press their 
demands for pay increases of between 
30 and 35 per cent. 

Finance Minister Simcha Ehrlich 
has said that 15 per cent is the ceiling 
for pay increases out of the state bud- 
get. 

• • Meanwhile, the El -Al. lock-out con- 
tinued though El Al management com- 
plied with a court order last night to 


allow two Israeli cargo jumbo jets to 
leave for Europe carrying farm pro- 
ducts. 

Earlier, flower-growers had threat- 
ened to strew thousands of blooms al- 
ong the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem road to 
protest against the El Al closure which 
had grounded thousands of flowers des- 
tined for Europe. 

El Al management, backed by the 
government, plans to re-organise the 
airline following labour unrest among 
maintenance and administrative staff. 

Airport sources said other airlines 
had been swamped by bookings from 
stranded El Al passengers since the 
closure on Tuesday. 

Israeli radio and television services 
remained off the air with only army 
radio operating as broadcasting jour- 
nalists continued their strike for an in- 
terim 25 per cent pay increase. 

The Israeli Journalists Association 
has threatened to renew its just-conc- 
luded daily _newspaper strike if the gov- 
ernment continues to block the increase 
for radio and T.V. newsmen.

a teaching museum with a sense of fun 


The Victoria and Albert Museum in London is tradition- 
ally a teaching museum, but its teaching methods have 
become decidedly less orthodox in recent years. Today 
there are jolly “happenings” such as the demonstration 
of trompe Poefl painting which held parties of children 
more in thrall than mere -interest.

LONDON (LPS) — "It’s not 
really there, it’s painted,” 
could wefl have been the as- 
tonished comment of many of 
the children who found them- 
selves part of recent -happe- 
ning” at Victoria and Al- 
bert Museum in London. But 
it was also the title of this 
particular happening, a dem- 
onstration of trompe l’oeil 
painting. 

And “it" wasn’t really the- 
re, “If* was indeed painted 
--as the children discovered 
when they got closer to the 
smiling museum attendant st- 
anding at the entrance to the 
room used as an artist’s stu- 
dio. 

The dummy board figure 
was a likeness of a member 
of the museum staff, striking- 
ly recalling the function of 
the old “door porters" or “si- 
lent companions" as these 
figures were often called in 
the days when they were used 
to delude visitors into over- 
estimating the number of ho- 
usemaids, footmen, gardeners 
and grooms staffing some es- 
tablishment.

Exhibitions and happenings 
such as 'It’s not really there, 
it’s painted" which Involve 
people are a feature of the 
V and A, as foe museum is 
affectionately known, for its 
director Dr. Roy Strong, be- 
lieves that people want to 


Dr. Strong Is keen that the 
museum should become a fa- 
mily museum, and if you go 
along there any Sunday or 
school holiday you will see 
families making a visit the 
highlight of a day out toge- 
ther. The particular “happen- 
ing" of foe time often, becom- 
es both foe focal point of the 
visit and foe springboard to 
some other aspect of the mu- 
seum's vast collection. 

The creation of these "spe- 
cial programmes is the res- 
ponsibility of foe Education 
Department, which started 
some fen years ago, although 
from foe museum’s inception 
after the Great Exhibition of 
1851 its tradition has been th- 
at of a teaching museum. Fo- 
unded, with the idea of be- 
ing an inspiration to crafts- 
men, it was later expanded to 
cover fine as well as decora- 
tive arts. 

All members of foe depart- 
ment were formerly teachers, 
most of them having a spe- 
ciality of their own to call 
on. The acting keeper, Geo- 
ffrey Squire, was originally 
a theatre designer and joined 
as a specialist on costume. 
With foe aid of a panel of 
freelance teachers, a compr- 
ehensive programme free to all 
is organised. 

Any school, college or uni- 
versity at home or abroad 
can arrange to bring a group 
to the museum. A great many 
overseas universities, particu- 
larly those in foe United Sta- 
tes of America, take advanta- 
ge of this service and some 
groups spend two or three 
days at foe museum. 


in English there are days set 
apart for studies in French, 
German and Italian which bib 
often used as language as 
well as art courses. 

With the family in tntnd, 
the highly popular Sunday 
lectures are planned to be as 
lively as possible so that yo- 
ung visitors will be interested. 
These have had to be abando- 
ned temporarily as foe main 
lecture hall is being altered 
and redecorated, but it is bu- 
siness as usual when It comes 
to foe Christmas and Easter 
holiday programmes for yo- 
ung people which foe depart- 
ment has devised with great 
success. 

Imagine the enchantment of 
a stage struck child on being 
able to walk on to a stage 
specially constructed to dem- 
onstrate the principles of the 
Italian and Continental syst- 
em of scene changing in foe 
18th century theatre, and ac- 
tually to work some of the 
effects. This happened in a 
past exhibition called “Secre- 
ts of the stage". 



In keeping with its traditional role as a teaching museum, foe Victoria and Albert Museum In Lon- 
don is often a classroom with a difference. Here a teacher explains some of foe museum’s treasures 
to a party of schoolchildren.

Whether or not Zaire gets 
its hands on a 210-million dol- 
lar syndicated loan led by Citi- 
bank N.A. will depend on the 
government agreeing to adopt 
a stabilisation programme ap- 
proved by the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and on 
catching up with debt repay- 
ments, according to financial 
sources. 

Eurobankers in London said 
the five-year loan with an 18- 
month grace period will be sig- 
ned in the third week of April. 
The funds may only be used to 
finance essential imports such 
as agricultural and industrial 
raw materials and spare parts. 

Negotiations for foe loan 
began in November 1976 when 
Zaire worked out an agree- 
ment on rescheduling around 
750 million dollars’ worth of 
loans from a group of Ameri- 
can, European and Japanese 
banks. 

Zaire’s main creditor nations 
-- the United States, West 
Germany, Belgium, Britain, Ca- 
nada, France, Italy, Japan, the 
Netherlands, Sweden and Swit- 
zerland -- last summer agreed 
to reschedule interest pay- 
ments on government-backed 


loans to Zaire. 

About 70 per cent of Zaire's 
estimated long-term foreign 
debt of two billion dollars is 
reported to be owed to gov- 
ernments. 

IMF team expected 

An IMF team is expected in 
Zaire soon and the fund will 
seek to play a major role in 
the management of the econo- 
my. 

Zaire agreed last February 
to an IMF official taking 'the 
number two job at foe Central 
Bank here, but experts are sce- 
ptical about how much real 
power he will wield in the han- 
dling of the country’s bard 
currency revenues. 

The 1978 budget is at pre- 
sent three months overdue be- 
cause no acceptable level of 
deficit has yet been worked out 
with foe IMF. 

One of the economic prob- 
lems besetting Zaire is a five 
per cent decline in terms of 
gross national product (GNP). 

When President Mobutu un- 
veiled his plan in a major spe- 
ech last November, he castiga- 
ted his countrymen for the 
graft and misappropriation wh- 
ich seem to plague the coun- 
try’s economy. 

Failed nationallsgtSoD 
programme 

President Mobutu also ad- 
mitted that foe 1973-1974 pro- 
gramme of compulsory nation- 
alisation of foreign companies 
had failed. 

According to experts, the 
nationalisation policy led to a 
drastic fall in agricultural and 
industrial production. The po- 
licy has now been reversed 
and some 10,000 Belgians, Gre- 
eks, 1 Pakistanis and Lebanese, 
whose property was originally 
nationalised, have since re- 
turned to this country. 

*Tfs too early to say what 
the impact cm productivity will 
be,” said one Western ■ econo- 
mic expert “In the short term, 
the best we can hope for, is 
that the rot will be stopped.” 

He added: ’The technical 
problems are big, but not in- 
superable.

MANILA, April 6 (R). — President Ferdinand Marcos’s party is assur- 
ed of overall victory tomorrow in the first Philippines elections since he 
imposed martial law in 1972, but opponents claim ballot will be rigged. 


About 20 million people may 
vote, to fill 165 elected seats 
in a new assembly. With only 
limited powers, this will be a 
step in transition to parliamen- 
tary rule. 

Mr. Marcos denounces as ab- 
surd claims by the opposition 
People's Power Group that 
such tricks as producing ficti- 
tious voters will be used to 
rig the polls. 

The president’s New Society 
Movement has the only nation- 
al lists throughout the 13 elec- 
toral regions and is thus assur- 
ed of its overall victory. 

But the issue of the integri- 
ty of the ballot has special me- 
aning in Manila itself, where 
presidential prestige is at sta- 
ke. 

There, the New Society team 
contesting 21 seats is led by 
the president’s wife. Mrs. Im- 
elda Marcos, 49, and she faces 


strong opposition from the Pe- 
ople's Power Group. 

Its list is headed by detain- 
ed ex- Senator Benigno Aquino. 

The New Society Movement 
also faces some opposition in 
Mindanao, in the far south of 
the chain of islands which 
form the republic, where Mos- 
lem rebels are active. 

Altogether' some 600 candi- 
dates, many of them indepen- 
dents given little chance of 
winning, are contesting the 165 
seats at stake for the 200-man 
interim assembly. The other as- 
sembly seats will be filled th- 
rough indirect elections and by 
presidential appointments. 

President Marcos himself is 
not standing. Under the new 
constitution, the president au- 
tomatically also becomes pri- 
me minister with a seat in. the 
new assembly.

Rare Gutenberg Bible to 
be auctioned in New York 

NEW YORK, April 6 (R). — One of the world’s rarest and 
most valuable books -- a Gutenberg Bible -- will be auctioned 
In New York tomorrow and Is expected to fetch more than $1 
million. 

The two-volume Bible, the prize possession of die General 
Theological Seminary of America, goes on sate at Christie’s 
Auctioneers. 

The Bible, which used to be kept under lock and key at the 
New York Episcopal Seminary, contains a unique typographical 
error - - one page Is printed twice. 

The error came to light only recently* "People have been 
looking at the book for years, but only recently did someone 
decide to read it,” a Christie’s spokeswomaifesaid. 

Proceeds from the sale will be used to atite an endow- 
ment for the seminary’s library -- in financial (Sjffl cutties re- 
cently. 

The Gutenberg is only one of 47 still existing of the 209 
which made up the first book printed with moveable typeN 

This particular one last sold tor $126,000 In 1926. 

Gutenberg Bibles usually crane onto the market only once 
a decade. But last month New York had three for sale. Includ- 
ing the present one. 

The Gutenberg Museum In Mainz, West Germany, bought 
rate in early March. It paid $1-8 million to rare book dealer 
Hans Kraus, who had purchased the copy tor the same amount. 

Mr. Kraus refused comment on why he let Iris book go tor 
the same price he bad paid for it. "Don’t rub it in,” he told 
one reporter. 

The seminary's Gutenberg also contains one page that was 
faked --It was not printed by Gutenberg bat done by hand. 

The faked page has since been replaced by the proper, 
printed page, but It will be included In the sale.

The New Society Movement 
has told government servants 
normally resident in Manila 
that they should vote in the 
capital and not as they did in 
the past, in their provincial 
homes. The government faces 
little opposition in the provin- 
ces. 


TEL AVIV, April 6 (AP). — 
Israeli Television and Radio 
have been on strike for nearly 
a week, and the sudden silence 
of the airwaves is causing some 
unexpected changes among vi- 
ewers and listeners. 

For some, the shutdown of 
the monopolistic state networ- 
ks has broadened horizons. De- 
prived of hourly Hebrew radio 
newscasts, many Israelis are 
turning to British Broadcasts 
and the Voice of America. 

The media strike, caused by 
journalists seeking higher pay, 
has 'prompted Israelis to turn 
to the Jordanian Television Ser- 
vice, just o twist of the dial 
away. 

Jordan is screening in gory 
detail the death and destruc- 
tion in Lebanon caused by Is- 
rael’s March 11 invasion. 

For Israelis, accustomed to 
their own network’s bland fo- 
otage of Lebanese countryside 
and hapuy Arab families wel- 
coming the Jewish troous. Jor- 
dan’s reportage is an ^ye-open- 
er. 

A few dismiss it as Arab pro- 
paganda, even though it comes 
off the satellite from Europe 
and the United States. "But 
many people are deeply shock- 


ed,” says television critic Phil- 
lip Gilion. "They are seeing 
the refugees, the bombardme- 
nts, tite dead, civilians and it 
s hakes them up.” 

Israelis have been T.V. ad- 
dicts since their network op- 
ened in 1968. Because no com- 
mercials are shown, viewers 
tend to watch the screen as 
though they were at the movi- 
es. Many cum on their sets at 
8 pjn. and sit through every- 
thing until stations close at 

midnight 

T curing In to Egypt 

Some Israelis are tuning in 
to Egyptian television, which 
comes through clearly when Is- 
raeli stations are off the air. 

"There’s a lot of dancing, 
Arabic music and films, religi- 
ous stuff and we watch it all,” 
says Mario Caster, a professed 
addict. “My wife and I have 
nothing else to do.” 

Many Israelis are finding so- 
mething else to do, like reliv- 
ing the p re- 1 967 pleasures of 
card games, parties and the 
cinema. Movie houses that 
shut down for two weeks in 
December to protest financial 
losses now exult in a 30 per 


cent increase in attendance. 

Dana Gutgold, a secretary, 
says her weekly gym class is 
full For the past year, only 
four women have attended re- 
gularly, because the Class is 
held while Israel's favourite 
soap opera, the British series 
The Brothers holds sway over 
the nation. 

“My little son Is in bed by 
7:30 pan, with ■ a book,” says 
Mrs. Gutgold. My husband and 
I went to bed at 10 p-m. last 
night. We just lay there listen- 
ing to the silence. 

“You actually see people 
strolling in the streets,” says 
Tel Aviv resident Michael Sch- 
einen. *Tm used to my street 
being deserted and Kojak’s 
siren screaming from a hund- 
red open windows,” 

Jordan Television, the big 
winner from the strike, provid- 
es a steady diet of American 
thrillers, old movies and sup- 
erb British documentaries. Cri- 
tic Gilion, who regularly rails 
against Israeli Television’s 
mass of “educational” material, 
says he is delighted by the 
shutdown. 

“Now I can watch Jordan 
with a clear conscience,” he 
says.

Chile to free or exile 
all political prisoners 


SANTIAGO, April 6 (R). — 
Chile will soon free or exile all 
prisoners convicted of crimes 
against state security. President 
Augusto Pinochet announced in 
a 30-minute broadcast last ni- 
ght 

He also said, without elabo- 
ration, that civilians would be 
asked to play a much larger 
role in government although 
political power would remain 
in the hands of the armed for- 
ces. 

The military government has 
recently relaxed emergency me- 
asures -- including a nightly 
curfew and the right to hold 
people indefinitely without trial 
-- imposed after it overthrew 
the Marxist government of 
President Salvador Allende in 
1973. 

Many leftwingers were kill- 
ed and thousands jailed in the 


aftermath of the coup. 

Geiteral Pinochet said it was 
incorrect to describe people co- 
nvicted of crimes against the 
state as political prisoners. 

But he said the decision to 
release them was “inspired by 
humane motives so that nobo- 
dy can say from now on that 
there are people in Chile de- 
prived of their freedom be- 
cause of political incidents that 
happened in the past.” 

The decision would apply to 
all those jailed for political 
crimes, regardless of whether 
they were convicted before or 
after the military takeover, he 
said. 

Earlier this week a former 
Vice President of the Central 
Bank, Senor Carlos Lazo, and 
two former air force officers 
- - all serving 30 years for trea- 
son -- had their sentences co- 
mmuted to exile abroad. 


Britons bid for change in 
absurd Sunday shopping laws

LONDON (AP). — When su- 
permarket owner Vernon Tay- 
lor walked into court last 
month he carried an airplane 
wing under his arm. 

Mr. Taylor, of ‘ Wickham. 
Market, England, was charg- 
ed with selling a packet of so- 
ap powder on Sunday. He 
argued that under Britain's 
b unday trading laws, he cou- 
ld sell airplane parts -- hence 
the wing -- any day he felt 
like It Why couldn’t he sell 
soap powder? 

He was fined £25 and told 
not to do it again. 

By long tradition, almost all 
shops in Britain close on Sun- 
day. Shopping areas from 
Wickham Market to London 
stand deserted. It’s a tradition 
that most Britons feel is ridi- ■ 
culous and out of date. But 
more than that is a tradition 
fraught with some very odd 
exceptions. 

I960 Shops Adf 

Organisations trying to cha- 
nge it are having a tough 
time doing so. 

Under the Shop Act of 1950, 
shopkeepers: 

-- Gm sell fish or chips 
(French fries) but not fish and 
chips, if you see the difference. 

-- Can sell fresh milk but 
not canned milk, or baby fo- 
od tor that matter. 

-- Can sell paperback bo- 
oks, magazines and newspap- 
ers but not hardcover books. 
On Sundavs, one Can buy 
Playboy, but not the Bible. 


-- Can sell horse fodder 
but not tinned food. 

"Everybody agrees that the 
laws at the moment are ab- 
surd.” said Sally Humphries 
of the Association of Metro- 
politan Authorities. AMA rep- 
resents major British cities 
and is trying to change the 
Sunday trading laws. 

"We feel that local auth- 
orities should have tor greater 
discretion in the matter then 
they have now,” Miss Humph- 
ries said. 

The 1950 act consolidated 
many previous laws Limiting 
Sunday shopping. Still, the 
AMA. the Consumers’ Assoc- 
iation and others feel it is 
terribly out of date and cer- 
tainly out of step with the 
current wishes of most Bri- 
tons. 

Home Office s ur ve y 

A survey taken fay the Ho- 
me Office In 1975 showed that 
two out of every three house- 
holds polled want to shop on 
Sunday. 

Another sign Is the abund- 
ance of Sunday markets wh- 
ich have sprung up in deser- 
ted airfields, car parks and 
open fields around Britain. 
One estimate is that as many 
as 50 to 60 of these markets 
open their stalls for business 
every Sunday, including some 
in London which go bad 
many years.

action last April- 

Many crafty British trade- 
rs have devised often comp- 
lex schemes to detour the 
Shops Act. Others simply axe 
willing to break it and acce- 
pt tibe consequences. 

Half coded tripe 

May 15, for example, build- 
er BUI Longworth announced 
his intention to ignore the 
act and sell half-cooked tripe 
to protest the law. 

Under the law. it’s just da- 
ndy to sell raw tripe; but if 
you code it first, you face a 
fine. 

“Tripe,” explained Mir. Lo- 
ngworth, - "is a dish which re- 
veals the stupidity of the 
law.” 

Cornish shopping tycoon 
Mike Robertson planned a 
more complicated way of cir- 
cumventing die law. 

Under the act, Jews can 
open for business as usual 
Sunday as long as they take 
their Sabbath, Saturday, off. 

Mr. Robertson was going to 
build a synagogue and have 
his staff convert to Judaism. 
Non-Jews would run the sto- 
re on Saturday, the converts 
on Sunday. An outcry from 
long-standing Jews put an 
end to Mr. Robertson’s plan. 

No less than 14 members 
of parliament have put forth 
bills to change the Shops Act 
None has passed. 

Local gover nmen t control? 

In November. 197£gg|g| 
AMA met with the HMWt' 
flee, which controls Britain’s 


internal affaire, to discuss the 
possibility of making local 
governments responsible tor 
Sunday trading laws. 

Next month they will meet 
with leaders of the shopwor- 
kere union to obtain their 
reaction. 

It doesn't look good. Last 
April the Shop, Distributive 
and Allied Workers’ Union 
called for a tightening up of 
the law. 

Opposition 

"We are vigorously oppos- 
ed to Sunday trading and al- 
ways have been,” said a spo- 
kesman for the National Fe- 
deration of Meat Traders. “The 
present six days is ample ti- 
me for housewives to do 'toe 
shopping required.” 

According to the Home Of- 
fice, 411 people in England 
and Wales had court proce- 
edings taken against in 

1976 for Sunday selling. Of 
those, 379 were found gutoy. 

Many shops simply break 
toe law, either staying open 
when they should not or sel- 
ling goods which should not 
be sold. A drug store, for ex- 
ample, can sell medicine on 
Sunday, but not hairepray. So- 
me sell both and hope an 
inspector does not catch them. 

In one answer to the prob- 
lem, a Sunday market on a 
disused airfield in Finmere, 
near Buckingham, became a 
dub, making use of a section 
of the Shops Act which al- 
lows chibs to seQ goods on 
Sunday.

U.S. protests Soviet 
film alleging links 
between newsmen, CIA 


MOSCOW, April 6 (R). — 
The United States today lodg- 
ed a strong protest with the 
Soviet Union over a Soviet tel- 
evision film at the weekend 
which included pictures of Am- 
erican newsmen m Moscow al- 
leged to be involved in espion- 
age. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
said the written protest to the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry deplor- 
ed what it described as- un- 
substantiated charges levelled 
against five journalists. 

The five, who have all left 
Moscow, were Peter .Osnos of 
the Washington Post. Christo- 
pher Wren of the New York 
Times, Robert Toth of the Los 
Angeles Times, former News- 
week correspondent Alfred Fri- 
endly and Associated Press 
correspondent George Krim- 
sky. 


The protest, handed in by 
embassy Press Counsellor Ray- 
mond Benson, said the prog- 
ramme conflicted with Europe- 
an Security Conference pledges 
about improved working con- 
ditions for journalists. 

"We said that such things 
do not contribute to a good at- 
mosphere for journalists to car- 
ry out their journalistic acti- 
vity,” the spokesman said. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
was asked to relay the Ameri- 
can complaints to those res- 
ponsible for the programme 
and to ensure there was no 
repetition, he added. 

The half-hour film, about lin- 
ks between journalists and the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA), revived allegations aga- 
inst toe newsmen which have 
appeared repeatedly in the So- 
viet press.

Do you feel your declarer 
play is of expert caliber? 
Cover up the East and West 
hands and decide how you 
would play four hearts after 
the lead of the king of dia- 
monds. 

The Average Player sees 
that the hand will make il 
East has either -the king or 
jack of spades. He wins- the 
opening diamond lead, 

I cashes the ace of trumps and 
enters dummy with a tr um p 
to the jack to finesse the ten 
of spades. 

That loses to the jack and 
let's suppose West continues 
with diamonds. Declarer 
ruffs in dummy and finesses 
the queen of spades. When 
that fails, he still has to lose 


two club tricks for down one. 
Tough luck! 

The Unlucky Expert im- 
proves his chances quite a 
bit. He combines the finesse 
possibilities with a possible 
strip and end play. -He wins 
the ace of diamonds and ruffs 
a diamond in dummy, he re- 
turns to the ace of hearts 
and ruffs his remaining dia- 
mond. After drawing the 
last trump, he cashes the 
ace of clubs and exits with a 
club. 

East wins and shifts to a 
spade, and declarer loses a 
finesse. West returns & club. 
East wins and returns 
another spade. Again down 
one, but declarer would have 
made his contract if East 
held either spade honor, or 
if West had to win either 
dub trick or only had a 
double ton dub. 

The Technician is in a 
much stronger position to 
make his contract. He rea- 
lizes that he is safe as long as 
East does not gain the lead, 
so be allows West to win the 
king of diamonds! 

Assume West shifts to a 
dub. Declarer takes the ace, 
crosses to the ace of hearts 
and plays the ace and ten of 
diamonds, discarding dum- 
my’s two clubs. Now de- 
clarer can ruff two dubs in 
dummy, using trump entries 
to bis hand, followed by a 
spade finesse into the West ’ 
hand. With declarer and 
dummy stripped of the minor 
suits. West must either yield 
a mff-and-sluff or lead a 
spade into declarer's tenace. 
Contract just made.
